From SinigJijlia to Ancooa, still £-oufhw»rd, ie 
i a ride of fifteen mile^. A ncona la supposed to owe 
{ its origin to a Doric colony; but &cmo auiltors a-- 
| rMrl tha* It was founded by Syracusana, whom thd 
(cruelty and oppre^lon of DtovytltM theTyram 
drove from Sicily. It has an admirable position, 
ihe bay on » hlcli it Bluuds bv.nu of tho shape of a 
i borve shoe, hating two promontories that terve 
j as inoies or breukwatere North and South of It. 

During the limes of the llomana this city was a 
j very Impo rtant seaport. It was at oSo time oc- 
cupied by Julius Craear. Tbo Emperor Trajan did 
: much for the improvement of its harbor, and a 
! mule which he erected, remaini entire to Ibis day. 
■ On il Ptaiids a Triumphal Arch erected in honor 
' of that monarch In the year A. I). Hi!. By 
{ niinythisit thi-ught to bo the finest munuUl 
arch dow In existence. 

In thu aixih cnlury Aucon.i was plundered by 
the Lombard**, ami In the eighth ccniurj* by the 
Suacene. Betottlny a "free city" afterwards, it 
rapid!}' tucreatM in population and wealth, till In 
tho twelfth century it was Ihoflntqf the cities 
of the "Lombat l Irfa^ue.'* In 1171 it was be- 
Kie-jed by tbe Arch! W.i< p of Muyence; ami in the 
SlxtWBth ceu'ury it was unuexeil to tho Roman 
Sf©; and with a few fntorva!-*, it haj been in the 
possession of that See er«T ^^uce. During the 
cuiy of Bonaparte iu Italy, in tho early part of 
iLi* cculwiy, Anxuui wua made the capital of the 
Metuuro. The Con^rtr^ of Vienna, iu 161*1, re* 
slo ed it to ihe IVpe. From l&J'J to 1836 it was 
occupied by the Fluirh, to bewd off the AuAtri*ns.

tliM e* ir^he-s and other public edilicea are hand- 
eouio Itructvrea. On the heights around Ancona 
are etrong fortili.\ilh.n«. u** well a*, near ihu water. 

Ancona la the chief 8o:ijsjrt, uud the bont naval 
hlation, in the dominion* of his BoilbN^ the 
Popo. As prl-on* form n prominent feature in 
iioman and Neapolitan cities. Ancona Is Hot des- 
titute .flhc-s ortimneiit*. It. Inn several tliat 
are large, and within their walls there are, it is 
Bald, usually fuiir hundred peraons confined. 

Frowsombrone H an episcopal city of B, 000 in- 
habitants, which la about tjfteen miles from Fano, 
in the interior. In tfrp present itmgglt, it was 
tbe ra;iJ4iacri> of tbe Inbabitentfl of this email city, 
lhat let. to Ihe invasion of tho Papal territory by 
tbe Picdinoiitese foMiers. 

In MOclaslOB) we have tn mf that tbe buttle 
of CnstelfM trto, on tho l^.'h ult.. was fought near 
ADoana, I-nntcricJem wa?/ completely dcioated, 
and lost GOO men by capiure, and 11 u;uus. The 
but lie lasted uine hours?, and Lamoriciere with 
riiHiculty escaped to Ancona.

K ndall, in his letter to Col On, 
time was when 150,000 persons to!

necewarr. A Urg« proportion, if not all of 
ttie 1 50.000 men who voltrateeted their services 
*o Gen. JftCsAon thirty ywn afto to enforoe 
the federal laws In Sonth Cftrolina, wcra men 
of the South; and Mr. Botts, of Virginia, de- 
clares that 300,000 men of the South are now 
nsyjf to Tuluntoer their semcef for a similar 
end. Mr. Kcitt, of South Carolina, on the 
other hand, in hia latent epistle, will not be. 
Mm that ft single man can be found in a 
Southern State, who could be induced to aid 
Me President in enforcing the laws. Now, t«. 
*bich of these views, so conflicting, shall wr 
■ubmit our belief? The subject is not a pleas- 
iut one, but, like many other subjects, tin 
.uore paiuful i is to contemplate, the more, in 
A*\y nsable it is that it should be most eamettt - 
ty aud thoroughly considered. Tnat tb> 
President of the Unitc4 States has no altcrnn 
Cive but to maintain the Constitution and ex- - 
cute the lawn in accordance with bis oath, ii" 
•ne can question; and the rumber is not ftrj 
large, who would deliberately assert that thi 
Att* mpt of a State to secede from the Unioti 
*ould not call for a vindication of that Con- 
-titution and those laws, by any force sufflcicut 
^o attain its object. That the convention wl.ich 
framed the Con>titntion, and the conventi' n- 
wbich gave to it their sanction and adhe.-i .m, 
o understood the matter, we are not left f-.r 
onA morr»"n* »o donbt, on-l tho nivt abb ex- 
pounders of the Constiiutiou have derlured 
"peaceable scce»t»iou" nn alMtrdity. Ror- 
olution is of course the reserved rjghl 
of every body politic; but, in this 
relation, it U the only reserved right, and rev. 
olution and secession arc identical terms. In 
the event therefore of such revolmion, the 
question of conMdernble importance arises, by 
what agency, by what inMriira-ntaliiy shall 
the laws be enforced in ditTVrent parts ot 
the Union? If citizens of Boston refuse to 
comply with ciMomhousc retiuireinents, rr 
r sist the execution of the decision of the Fed- 
cral courts, will it be necessary for the ciiizens 
of New Oilcans to volunteer their aid in the 
enforcement of the law>? Or, if citizens of 
Charleston do the same, will it be requisite for

The editor of the Sumter (S. C.) Watchman 
•am, and wo n^ree with him, that, In this mat- 
ter, the people were greatly In error. We 
know thai it is a tender and vital subject — one 
weil calculated to nir the soul of a Southerner 
to the utmost inpllx of its indignation and 
vengeance; yet tbcress a c'naractcr of punish- 
ment whose retaliatory influence may approxi- 
mate the primary evil sought to be removed— 
this is that of compelling a elavo to inflict th- 
lash upon a white man. It is another phase of 
the negro equality principle, seen so remotely in 
its connexion with that against which wo are 
nt war, or so nearly to our eye, reversed in 
character, as to be well calculated to escape the 
Impulse of a people wronged and ineensed. 

There can be no objection urged to any 
legitimate species of degradation, which ma;;

Korth, for to them belongs a sv—ioU-.t; deeply 
steeped in all that iscmven and abandoned m 
earth; but let us be careful that, iu our en- 
deavors to strike terror to, and lis accumula- 
ted shame upon the perforators of these great- 
est of all crimes, we create nt* the germ tf a 
sentiment or power which shall ultimately 
sting tts in our vitals. 

That the ttf ;ct upon ft slare is radically and 
d aUfm o ua ly wrong, when he is allowed or 
compelled with his own hand to make strijK* 
upou the back of a white man, we think nunc 
will fail to see, upou deliberate reflection. Be 
tho while man what he may in character, 
by association with the infamous, lie is yet, 
mverthtlesp n freeman, invested with all the 
rights and privileges of an American citizen 
—a wttng of a separate, distinct, and superior 
race; aud, as such, it is difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, to lead the vlsvo mind to comprehend 
the distinction which is made, or the 
principle which is sought to be laid dow n, 
when acts of this character are resorted to. 
2?or do we deem it practicable and safe, could 
tuch comprehension bo thoroughly clear 
the principle of rca-on upon the subject itself, 
co-equal with the white man, would lead to 
S"ntiments of equality, while in the matter of 
discrimination, when applied collaterally, lbs 
untutored and obtuse African intellc. t must 
fail of tho true and legitimate standard.

Horkiiilf. Tragkhv — .1 man kith hit tinj 
Daughters und cuts his own Throat. — A horrible 
double murder was perpetrated on Monday even- 
ing in Bridgewater, Litchfield county. A man 
by the name of David Yjllets. a hatter by trade, 
while in a lit of passion, or temporary insanity, 
murdered his two daughters, aged 11 snd 15 years 
respectively, and then attempted to put an snd to 
his own existence by cnttiug his own throat. 
Villete is about 'JO years of age, has alwavs lived 
in Bridgewater, and lias beeu always considered a 
steady, temperate man. 

The circumstances connected wiih this heart- 
sickening affair ore as follows: Yillets occupied, 
with his second wife, a small shanty house in tbe 
town, and his two daughters by his "first wife lived 
with them. Nothing was known < f the matter 
until the following morning, when (says the 
Bridgeport Standard) ho rapped ou the window 
and attracted the attention of a person who was 
passing. Of course there was a great galhering 
at the place, and a physician was sent for. V. s 
throat was sewed up, and be was able to tell w hat 
he had douo, but Was not disiwaed to say much, 
remarking that he supposed he should be exam- 
ined, ttC His manner was perfectly rational. If 
insane ui the lime of committing the murders, he 
had apparently recovered. It is stated that sev- 
eral of his connecti'-ns by the mother's side have 
been deranged. 

A few mouths since he was in the employment 
of Messrs. Sanford. at Bridgewater, l ut left them, 
or was discharged. He had t>eeii at work iu 
Brooklyn ai.d other places, but had not been able 
to obtain a permanent situation. Last week, he 
returned borne, ai.d it is said, proposed to give up 
housekeeping — his w ife to go home to her connec- 
tions in Massachusett.* — and bis daughter*, he 
said, be would pbcj with the Shakers. 

His wife (not the mother of the girls') left on 
Moitdav, and he, it is said, attended hei'tothe 
cars. Nothing unusual appevred in his maimer, 
and it was noticed that his daughters went some 
distance to meet him on his return. It i- thought 
that he may have had some difficulty with his 
wife, but ibis seems to be mere cimb'cture. His 
first wife died some years since. 

He bas been reputed to be a man of sober hah- > 
its — so s»ys Mr. Lyman Smith, who lives in tho 1 
vicinity. (Khers think differently. 

It is supposed, that l-eing in needy circum- 
stances, he bad l»ecouis dejected and probably de- 
ranged. 

The rejsirt of the tragedy, of course, created 
much excitement. A jury of inquest, we bear, 
brought in a vet diet in accordance with V.'s 
I statement. 

The victims were found as if sleeping. '1 bey 
probably died without o struggle. 'Ihe first 
! blows— which were indicted v. iiha hammer — hav- 
ing destroyed all consciousness. 

It is thought that Yillets will recover. Bell 
now confined in Litchfield county jail.
